SECTION  “B” 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

The  general  provision  of  health  services  remain  as  in  previous  years. 

Welfare  Foods 

The  W.V.S.  continue  to  give  most  valuable  assistance  distributing  these 
foods  to  the  general  public. 
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Ambulance  Service 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  under  delegated  powers  from  the  Local 
County  Health  Authority,  continue  to  give  a  highly  satisfactory  24  hour 
cover  for  the  whole  district. 

Maternity  Accommodation 

During  the  year  275  babies  were  born  in  the  Tavistock  Maternity  Home 
as  follows:

51.7%  of  the  births  registered  to  the  Rural  District  took  place  in  the 
Tavistock  Maternity  Home. 

Mass  Radiography  Service 

During  April  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  H.M.  Prison,  Princetown, 
and  the  village  of  Lifton.  At  H.M.  Prison  a  total  of  413  persons  were  examined, 
and  one  case  of  active  tubercle  was  found  among  the  inmates.  The  greater 
part  of  the  240  people  examined  at  Lifton  were  employees  of  the  Ambrosia 
Milk  Factory,  and  here  no  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  discovered. 

Cancer  Research 

This  research,  which  is  now  familiar  to  the  Council,  continued  during  the 
year.  The  emphasis  was  taken  from  a  study  of  natural  radiation  to  imple¬ 
menting  an  intense  application  of  chemical  principles  in  isolating  trace 
elements  to  the  power  of  one  part  in  ten  thousand  million.  In  this  I  am 
receiving  great  help  both  in  this  country  and  in  Canada  and  the  United  States 
of  America.  The  Rowntree  Trust  are,  in  their  splendid  benevolence,  continuing 
to  finance  this  fundamental  work. 


SECTION  “C” 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supply 

Mr.  Young,  District  Engineer  to  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  has  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following  report  on  progress  during  the  year: 

The  whole  of  the  water  supplying  the  northern  part  of  the  Tavistock 
Rural  District  comes  from  the  Board’s  main  works  at  Prewley  via  the 
Board’s  intake  on  the  West  Okement  river.  Treatment  is  carried  out  at 
these  works  prior  to  feeding  service  reservoirs. 

Supply  to  Watery  Ford  and  Horrabridge  via  the  high  pressure  system 
from  Brentor  has  been  maintained  following  an  early  period  of  difficulty. 
The  reservoir  at  Watery  Ford  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned,  sterilized 
and  relined,  a  supply  is  now  available  for  at  least  24  hours  should  failure 
occur  on  the  inlet  main  from  Grenofen  to  Watery  Ford. 

Mains  extensions  have  been  carried  out  at  Bere  Alston  to  meet  building 
developments,  and  the  scheme  for  a  water  supply  to  Tuckermarsh  from 
Bere  Alston  has  been  completed. 

The  spring  supply  at  Langstone  Farm,  Peter  Tavy  has  been  eliminated 
and  a  new  main  extension  completed,  all  consumers  (excepting  the  farm) 
are  now  receiving  the  Prewley  supply. 

An  agricultural  water  supply  scheme  from  Chipshop  to  Townlake  has 
also  been  laid. 

Schemes  under  consideration  are,  Tuelldown  to  Milton  Abbot,  Coryton 
Station  to  Eastcott,  Bere  Alston  to  Weir  Quay,  Townlake  to  Horsebridge 
and  Sydenham,  West  Blackdown  to  Lydford  junction. 

A  main  extension  from  Longcross  to  Tuelldown  is  scheduled  to  start 
in  the  near  future. 

Satisfactory  samples  have  been  obtained  throughout  the  year,  and 
supplies  have  been  maintained  at  all  times. 


The  Tavistock  Rural  District  is  one  of  the  biggest  areas  of  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  in  the  West  Country  and  it  is  mainly  due  to  the  foresight  of  earlier 
members  of  the  Council  that  mains  water  supplies  were  laid  in  so  many, 
and,  even  in  some  of  the  more  remote  parishes.  Amongst  others  are  the 
supplies  to  Bere  Alston  from  Woolacombe,  Chillaton-local,  Horrabridge  from 
Watery  Ford,  Lifton  from  Crosstown,  Lydford  from  Doe  Tor,  Mary  Tavy 
from  Cholwell,  Peter  Tavy  from  Coombe,  Princetown  from  Great  Mistor,  and 
Walkhampton  from  Well  Town.  Inadequate  as  these  supplies  may  be  for 
current  demand,  much  additional  pioneer  work  would  have  had  to  be  carried 
out  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  and  the  Plymouth  Corporation  -  not 
overlooking  the  resultant  expenditure  -  had  the  above  schemes  not  been 
implemented  by  your  predecessors. 

The  Rural  District  is  well  provided  with  mains  water  supplies,  with  the 
notable  exception  of  Milton  Abbot,  which  fortunately  still  has  the  benefit 
of  the  old  Bedford  Estate  Supply,  and  Meadwell  in  the  parish  of  Kelly. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Council's  representative  on  the  North  Devon  Water 
Board  will  press  for  the  extension  to  Milton  Abbot  of  the  proposed  main 
from  Longcross  to  Tuelldown. 

During  the  year  eleven  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private  supplies, 
six  of  which  received  an  unsatisfactory  report. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Mary  Tavy  Sewerage  Scheme  has  proceeded  almost  according  to 
schedule  and  there  has  been  constant  supervision  by  a  resident  Clerk  of 
Works  and  your  Consulting  Engineers. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  B.  W.  H.  Martin,  to  the  permanent  staff  of  the 
Surveyor’s  Department  during  the  year  should  greatly  assist  the  preparation 
of  plans  of  new  works  and  the  improvement  of  some  of  our  more  outdated 
sewage  disposal  works.  One  of  his  first  tasks,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Surveyor,  has  been  the  preparation  of  a  specification  and  plan  of  works 
to  improve  the  Buckland  Monachorum  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Plans  are  being  prepared  for  the  proposed  new  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Horrabridge  to  replace  existing  obsolete  arrangements.  Whether  or  not  the 
site  will  be  the  one  upon  which  the  present  works  are  sited  will  depend  on 
the  report  of  a  Consulting  Geologist. 

The  maintenance  of  all  sewage  disposal  works  has  been  carried  out  regularly 
during  the  year.  Due,  however,  to  ever  increasing  vigilance  and  prowess  of 
the  Cornwall  River  Board,  coupled  with  their  increased  legislative  powers, 
and  the  fact  that  a  proportion  of  the  sewage  effluent  samples  were  slightly 
below  the  Royal  Commission  standard,  a  meeting  was  arranged  between 
the  Council  and  the  Board  which  terminated  very  satisfactorily.  There  was 
no  complaint  of  the  standard  of  the  maintenance,  but  the  Council  undertook  to 
step  up  the  frequency. 


Refuse  Collection 

Refuse  collection  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  and  the 
collection  service  was  maintained  throughout  the  year,  with  the  exception 
of  the  closing  days  of  1962,  when  vehicles  could  not  leave  the  depot  due  to 
the  excessive  snowfall. 

Both  refuse  vehicles  are  now  over  ten  years  of  age,  and  are  reaching  the 
end  of  their  useful  life,  and  it  is  recommended  that  consideration  be  given 
to  their  replacement  by  the  provision  of  specialised  modern  loading  type 
of  refuse  vehicles. 

In  this  day  and  age  the  collection  of  refuse  from  all  except  the  most  remote 
hamlets  should  be  carried  out  not  less  than  once  weekly.  It  is  stressed  that 
purely  on  the  grounds  of  economy,  the  efficiency  of  this  important  Public 
Health  Service  should  not  be  continuallv  thwarted. 
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It  is  to  be  hoped  that  new  developments  in  composting  and  maceration  will 
help  to  rid  the  countryside  of  unsightly  tips,  which  even  in  a  rural  area  are 
becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  find.  Furthermore,  all  refuse  tips  are  now 
regularly  inspected  by  officials  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food,  as  a  precautionary  measure,  in  an  attempt  to  prevent  any  spread 
of  Foot  and  Mouth  disease. 


Public  Conveniences 

The  Council  continue  to  maintain  this  essential  service  although  fully 
cognizant  that  it  runs  at  a  loss.  It  is  ironic  that  vandalism  greatly  increases 
the  deficit. 

Damage  to  the  fabric  and  theft  from  locks  still  persists,  especially  in  the 
Yelverton  and  Buckland  areas.  It  may  well  be  that  rather  than  undertaking 
expensive  repairs  to  the  coin  locks,  the  Council  would  find  it  cheaper  to 
dispense  with  the  locks  altogether. 

In  spite  of  continued  efforts  no  progress  has  been  made  with  plans  to  erect 
a  public  convenience  at  Lydford  Gorge.

SECTION  “D” 

Housing 

During  the  spring  of  this  year  a  further  nine  dwellings  were  completed 
at  Bere  Alston.  The  Parish  of  Bere  Ferrers  now  has  the  largest  number 
of  Council  houses  in  the  district. 

By  building  four  one-bedroomed  flats  and  three  one-bedroomed  bungalows, 
five  elderly  ladies  who  were  tenants  of  larger  houses  were  re-housed  in  these 
smaller  units,  leaving  five  three-bedroomed  houses  for  occupation  by  younger 
people  with  families. 

One  of  the  main  problems  facing  a  Housing  Authority  today  is  to  secure 
the  proper  utilization  of  its  pool  of  houses  by  having  a  sufficient  number 
of  smaller  dwellings  available  for  occupation  by  the  elderly  tenants  of  larger 
houses  whose  families  have  grown  up  and  left  home.  Of  the  total  of  570 
houses  in  the  Council’s  ownership,  77  are  under-occupied  to  the  extent  that 
there  are  two  spare  bedrooms. 

When  the  Council  recommences  the  building  of  houses,  it  would  be  advisable 
to  incorporate  as  many  one-bedroomed  houses  as  is  possible,  and  it  is 
strongly  recommended  that  a  programme  be  drawn  up,  and  transfers  be 
effected  wherever  possible  in  order  that  houses  be  fully  occupied. 

Following  Representations  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Council 
took  action  under  the  Housing  Act  of  1957  as  follows: 

Demolition  Order  ...  ...  Bijou  Cottage,  Bere  Ferrers 

Closing  Order  ...  ...  Tor  View,  Mary  Tavy 


In  addition,  from  previous  Representations,  twenty-three  houses  were 
demolished,  eleven  at  Horrabridge,  three  at  Horsebridge,  two  at  Mary  Tavy 
and  seven  at  Bere  Alston. 

Private  enterprise  building  showed  a  boom,  no  less  than  60  houses  were 
erected  as  against  39  for  the  previous  year. 

Only  two  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were  approved  by  the 
Council,  the  awards  aggregating  ^540. 

Applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  steady  and  progressive.  The 
aggregate  awards  totalled  ^4,530  towards  the  provision  of  29  baths  or  showers, 
28  wash-hand  basins,  31  hot  water  supplies,  28  water  closets  and  22  food  stores. 

The  Council  continued  to  implement  the  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  Act, 
two  applications  being  approved  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the 
Act.

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  the  Rural  district  during  the 
wear. 


Meat  Inspection 

Due  to  the  diminution  in  the  number  of  Incensed  Slaughterhouses,  the 
number  of  animals  killed  are  reduced. 

Inspection  of  all  carcases  continues  at  100%. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  their  policy  of  the  eradication  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis,  the  success  of  their 
efforts  can  be  judged  by  the  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  found  on  the 
Post  Mortem  Inspection  of  food  animals.  Time  was,  and  not  many  years  ago, 
when  Tuberculosis  was  one  of  the  main  diseases  found  in  animals,  nowadays 
the  student  of  Public  Health  Inspection  would  be  lucky  to  find  a  generalised 
case  in  years  of  work  at  a  slaughterhouse. 

However,  meat  inspection  still  demands  the  thorough  searching  of  carcases 
and  offal  for  all  the  34  diseases  mentioned  in  Memorandum  3  (Meat).  The 
main  pathological  condition  found  by  your  inspectorate  is  caused  by  the 
ingestion  of  parasites  by  animals,  such  as  Liver  Fluke  (Fasciola  hepatica), 
which  give  rise  to  cirrhosis  of  the  liver,  and  Oedema,  etc.,  and  the  round  worm 
of  pigs  (Ascaris  lumbricoides). 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  incidence  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  seems 
to  have  fallen,  whether  this  marks  the  end  of  the  post-war  upsurge  of  this 
parasite  which  gives  rise  to,  and  is  re-created  by  a  tape  worm  in  man,  remains 
to  be  seen.
